Summary of reasons for decision: 

The image is a close-up of a young teen girl’s naked chest that has a tropical beach scene drawn on 
with a black marker. It is classified objectionable because it exploits the nudity of its young subject to 
such a high degree that its availability likely to be injurious to the public good. As a digital file it can 
be exchanged and widely distributed, thereby normalising the exploitation of the nudity of young 
teenage girls. The image would certainly attract the interest of those who have a sexual interest in 
young persons should it become more widely available. This classification interferes with the right to 
freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is reasonable and 
justified in order to prevent injury to the public good. It reflects the concern of a free and democratic 
society to protect its young and vulnerable members from exploitation.
